Unbalanced  Collegiate  Diet 
Builds  ‘Abnormal’  Personality 

Moderation  in  all  things,”  urged  the  prophet. 

Even  in  this  age  of  high  specialization,  there  is  a place  for 
balance  in  human  life;  there  is  a felt  need  for  men  and  women 
of  wisdom,  bom  of  broad  background  and  experience. 

The  “Jack  of  all  Trades”  has  lost  his  place  in  civilization’s 
departmented  and  mass-productionized  schedule.  To  achieve  j 
prominence  today,  one  must  be  a specialist,  an  expert. 

But  with  the  increase  of  specialization  has  come  a corre- 
sponding decline  in  the  moderation  of  human  activity  Too 
many  know  their  own  fields  inside-out,  but  have  little  knowl- 
edge beyond  that  restricted  area. 

Just  as  we  regard  a person  with  only  one  arm,  leg,  or 
eye  as  abnormal,  so  also  should  we  think  of  the  man  or 
woman  who  leaves  university  life  qualified,  trained  and  in- 
terested in  one  field,  while  ignorant  of  all  others. 

BYU’s  religion,  English,  phys.  ed,  and  history  classes, 
along  with  group,  major  and  minor  requirements  are  imposed  to 
assure  a basis  of  wide  interest.  And  the  encouragement  of  what 
is  probably  the  nation’s  most  extensive  extra-curricular  pro- 
gram is  indicative  of  the  importance  of  social  mobility  in  the 
future  world  citizen. 

The  college  athlete  who  wins  his  letter  four  straight  years 
and  still  comes  out  on  intellectual  “dunce”  has  failed  m college 
life;  but  so  has  the  bibliophile  who  can  read  the  Encyclopedia 
Brittannica  in  seven  languages  but  whose  physical  well-being  is 
neglected. 

The  religious  extremist  who  cannot  mingle  with  others  in 
social  activity  will  never  accomplish  much  in  building  up  the 
Kingdom  of  God;  and  similarly,  the  social  “wheel”  who  ignores 
spirituality  will  become  an  “abnormal”  person. 

It  is  in  the  balance  of  physical,  spiritual,  intellectual 
and  social  skills,  then,  that  safety  lies,  and  to  the  degree 
that  the  college  student  moderates  them  will  he  achieve 
success.  . 

It  must  be  said  that  this  does  not  lessen  the  need  for  ex- 
cellence in  a chosen  profession  or  vocation — the  world  needs 
those  who  are  expertly  skilled— but  BYU  will  best  serve  its 
desired  purpose  if  these  experts  are  familiar  with  other  fields 
of  endeavor. 

’ Then  let  the  Brigham  Young  University  student  gain 
mastery  in  his  academic  work,  let  him  be  active  socially, 
let  him  participate  in  physical  Recreation  and  exercise, 
and  let  him  build  himself  spiritually. 

If  BYU  achieves  this  goal,  it  will  be  the  realization  of  the 
dream  of  its  prophet-founder.
